Regular Meeting, Open Session Minutes - Video 
Illinois Gaming Board

November 16, 2017 

The Illinois Gaming Board (“Board”) convened for a Regular Meeting - Video on November 15, 
2017. The following Board members were present in the Illinois Gaming Board conference 
room: Chairman Don Tracy, Members Steve Dolins, Hector Alejandre and Dee Robin s on. 

The following Staff members were also in attendance: Administrator Mark Ostrowski, General 
Counsel Agostino Lorenzini, Deputy General Counsel James Pellum, Deputy General Counsel 
Sheera Hobfoll, Deputy Administrator-Investigations Scott Deubel, Deputy Administrator-Audit 
and Financial Analysis Jim Lopinski, License Coordinator Robert Burke, Office Manager and 
Acting Secretary to the Board Lucy Bautista, Senior Project Manager Mark Stevens, Deputy 
Administrator-Enforcement Frank Spizzirri, and Lieutenant Ruben Flores. 

At 11:43 PM, the meeting was called to order. Member Dolins moved that the Board retire to 
closed session pursuant to Section 2(c), paragraphs (1), (11), (14), (15) and (21) of the Open 
Meetings Act and Section 6(d) of the Riverboat Gambling Act to discuss the items listed on the 
closed session agenda relating to personnel, investigations concerning applicants and licensees, 
litigation and hearing requests, staff recommendations and closed session minutes. Member 
Robin s on seconded the motion. The Board approved the motion unanimously by voice vote. 

At 3:15 PM, Member Robin s on moved to adjourn the closed session and return to open session 
the next day, Thursday, November 16, 2017, after the 9:00 AM Riverboat meeting. Member 
Dolins seconded the motion. The Board approved the motion unanimously by voice vote.

AMENDMENTS TO SEPTEMBER BOARD MOTIONS

Member Dolins moved that the Board issue a Diseiplinary Complaint revoking the terminal 
operators license of RCW Gaming, LLC, for not submitting its renewal materials on time, this 
action to take effect 21 days from the date of service of the Complaint, unless a $5,000 fine is 
paid or an Answer is properly filed within that timeframe. Member Alejandre seconded the 
motion. The motion passed unanimously by voice vote. 

Undisclosed & Unsuitable PSIC, Questionable Business Practices & Violations of Law 

Member Dolins moved that the Board issue a Disciplinary Complaint revoking the terminal 
operator license of Lucky Lincoln Gaming, LLC, for violations of the Board’s rules and the 
Video Gaming Act by offering items of value as an incentive or inducement, exerting control 
over licensed establishments, engaging in questionable business practices and associating with or 
employing an unsuitable individual, this action to take effect 21 days from the date of service of 
the Complaint, unless an Answer is properly filed within that timeframe. Member Alejandre 
seconded the motion. The motion passed unanimously by voice vote.

Member Alejandre moved that the Board adopt the Administrative Eaw Judge's recommended 
decision, rescind its January 2017 denial and grant a Terminal Operator Eicense to William S. 



Stanford III d/b/a Stanford Gaming. Member Robinson seeonded the motion. The motion passed 
unanimously by voice vote.
